About your suits for the sequestered JFK material: generally, 
what are you trying to bring put— the works, or specific documents, 
such a s the autopsy photos, etc*? When will this be litigated? 

About "Bourbon Charlie," did he actually see or claim to see any- 
thing, as his wife did? Where is he now? 

Finally, I quote here an AP dispatch out of Philadelphia, which 
appeared in the Evening Journal on July 2£th: 

"The FBI has sa id it does not believe a white 196£ Ford Mustang 
found in a garage here is connected in the April 1*, 1968 assassination 
of the Rev* Dr. Martin Luther King* \ 

"Mercell'Randolph of the Philadelphia chanter of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference says the car is Somehow* connected 
to the killing cforhwhich James Earl Ray is serving 99 years in orison. 

"Randolph said he thinks Raj 7, is innocent and perhsps is . one of 
several decoys who drove white Mus tangs away from the site in an^ 
effort to confuse police* An FBI spokesman said the bureau has imr 
pounded the car driven by Ray. It was described a s a 1966 Mustang 
which was found in Atlanta. 

"At the time- Ray* s car was found, police reported threads were 
discovered in it which matched threads from the room in which Ray 
had been living. in Atlanta."
